Andrew P. Nilles, 400 W. Car¬ 
ter, stated that he was “a little 
reticent to see fires going on 
in that area.”

655 Edgeview, put it more 
bluntly: 

"I’m going to be honest,” he 
said. “I’m going to oppose any 
fires.” 

Mr. Morgan asked Recreation 
Commissioner Milton Goldberg 
if the commission still would 
be interested in the project if 
it were determined that fires 
could not be made in the can¬ 
yon. 

Mr. Goldberg replied probab¬ 
ly yes, but that would have to 
be “evaluated” by the commis¬ 
sion. 

He emphasized, though, that 
if there is found to be any real 
hazard involved, “you can rest 
assured we would not go into 
it.” He said details concerning 
the safety of children and resi¬ 
dents have not yet been ex¬ 
plored fully.

It is anticipated that in 1953 
Sierra Madre must again face 
the problem of having more 
classes than classrooms. There¬ 
fore while the school housing 
problem is but one aspect of 
the whole educational picture, 
it is a matter which we are 
thus compelled by circum¬ 
stances to give an early consid¬ 
eration. 

In some school districts it is 
apparently assumed that dou¬ 
ble sessions are the only avail¬ 
able solution to the problem. 
I do not wish this assumption 
to be unquestioned here. I have 
three children in the local 
school who will be directly af¬ 
fected by whatever is done, and 
do not wish double sessions for 
them if at all possible to avoid 


In the year and a half that 
I have been associated with the 
Sierra Madre City School, it has 
been gratifying to see the prog¬ 
ress made by the district with 
the support of the citizens, and 
a competent staff. In this short 
time, the staff has been, in¬ 
creased to care for added en¬ 
rollment, a new bus has been 
purchased replacing one which 
would soon be considered unre¬ 
liable on the difficult canyon 
run, and land for future site 
development has been acquired. 
A system of periodical testing 
has been established, to deter¬ 
mine actual results of the 
teaching. The school nurse will 
be on full time in the fall, and 
a school orchestra has been 
formed without additional per¬ 
sonnel, an advantage which 
Pasadena elementary schools 
lack, and publicly lamented re¬ 
cently. There is a continuous 
influx of smaller items, two 
new slides for the playground, 
science kits for studying basic 
laws and principles, and a sub¬ 
stantial order of slides to be 
used with the new projectors 
purchased by the P-TA.

and posts from the lot lines. 

It was found that the eaves 
encroached at one place to 
within 1.25 feet of the lot line 
and also that a cement side 
walk, only allowable in a C-l 
Zone, had been built out to the 
curb line without proper au¬ 
thority. Dr. Valois was asked 
to appear at the November 
meeting of the Commission and 
did so. A long and heated dis¬ 
cussion ensued, during which 
the members of the Commis¬ 
sion, who had been present 
when the variance was grant¬ 
ed, pointed out to Dr. Valois 
that they had had no idea that 
he intended to erect what now 
appeared to bo a large dpntal 
clinic with a small semi-de¬ 
tached house in the rear, and 
that they felt very definitely 
that he had not carried out the 
verbal picture he had painted 
for them at the original hear¬ 
ing. 

In spite of all this, the Com¬ 
mission finally agreed to ap¬ 
prove the already existing 
building, provided that the 
eaves were cut back to the le¬ 
gal limits and the infringing 
posts removed. However, the 
Commissioners still feel that 
the buildings do not live up to 
what it wek well understood 
they expected when the vari¬ 
ance was granted.

change the premises from an 
R-l to an R-2 occupancy, but 
merely to allow more than 25 
per cent of one building to be 
used for a dental office. I told 
him that Dr. Valois would need 
to apply for a zone change if 
that was what he proposed to 
do, a matter which generally 
takes four months to pass the 
Planning Commission and the 
City Council. The building in¬ 
spector informed me that Dr. 
Valois could not afford to wait 
that long, as Washington had 
already ordered a freeze on ma¬ 
terials for commercial build¬ 
ings and he must get his foun¬ 
dations started before the first 
of October. 

I asked Mr. Lees some ques¬ 
tions about the plans and he 
then brought them to me, 
whereupon I looked at the first 
page, but as they appeared not 
to give any lot lines, I was un¬ 
able to tell just where the 
buildings were to be placed. 
The inspector asked me to 
telephone the City Attorney to 
inquire what was the best solu¬ 
tion of the problem and the 
City Attorney suggested that if 
it was possible for the build¬ 
ings to be placed close together 
and attached by a breezeway, 
this could make them legally 
one structure. On that advice 
the building permit was issued. 

Several weeks later, when 
the roof was on the forward 
structure, I noticed the en¬ 
croachment of the eaves on the 
five foot side yard set back and 
called it to the attention of the 
building inspector. After a 
great deal of discussion to and 
fro, a stop order was placed on 
the building until a surveyor’s 
map was supplied, giving the 
exact distance of the overhangs

pressure on both teachers and 
pupils. Children in the after¬ 
noon sessions are particularly 
affected as they may come to 
school in the afternoon too tired 
to study after having played all 
morning. 

Our classrooms are now un¬ 
occupied for approximately 
half of the days of the year. 
Therefore there is a certain illo- 
gic in unnecessarily depriving 
the children of a normal school 
day by crowding two classes in¬ 
to a room on one day when the 
same room stands empty on 
some other day. 

If additional classrooms can 
be made available, well and 
good. If not the realistic ques¬ 
tion is not whether classrooms 


should be shared, but how they 
should be shared. 

Because of this consideration 
I have in the past been identi¬ 
fied with the proposal for four 
quarter operation. This is one 
alternative to double sessions, 
but by no means the only one. 
A number of others are possi¬ 
ble. I do not necessarily urge 
four quarter operation or any 
other particular alternative, 
what I do advocate is that be¬ 
cause double sessions are wide¬ 
ly regarded as undesirable they 
should not be presumed neces¬ 
sary without having thoroughly 
explored other possibilities; 
bearing in mind that the cen¬ 
tral purpose is to provide the 
best possible environment and 
education for our children.
